I might thew the Unfairnefs and Folly of this Pre- 
tence, by infifting, that we do not reproach the Perjon, 
but the Counci/s of that uthappy Prince ; that if thefe 
Councils tended to the tuction of the whole People, 
we are not to fatter his Perfor, by abfolving his Reign : 
And if the imitation, or Influence of fuch an Exam- 
ple may again, in Times to come, have the fame de- 


mory, but from a due Regard to our deareft Rights, 
that we cenfure his conftant, his cruel, and cauielefs 
Attempts to deprive us of them.

Aneotuer falfe Art induftrioufly and. infolently 
practifed by this Writer of Defences, is, that he throws 
out the Charge, in every Page, of awriting in the Lan- 
guage of Resets; an Acculation which fpeaks she 
Language of aStave.

of their Houfes and Lodgings for holding the {aid 
prohibited Afflemblies: ‘The Magittrates h.ving it 
at Heart to take Care of the Tranquillity and Welfare 
of the City and its Citizens, have thought it proper 
and necefiary, to forbid and prohibit all Perfons in 
the faid City and its Jurifdiction, as they are by thefe 

Prefents forbidden and prohibited, to hold and fre- 
quent fuch unlawful Conventicles, whether with the 
Name of Free Majfon:, or any other {pecious Title 
which they may affect; as alſo to hire, lett, and 
make ufe of their Houfes, Chambers, Barns, Cellars, 
Coach-houfes, or other Places, for the holding of 
fuch Afiemblies, under Pain of being feverely pu- 
nithed, as Difturbers of the Publick Peace, &c." 

The Amiterdamers were the firit that took Cogni- 
zance of the Conventicles of thefe Free Majons, who, by 
the Secrecy they obferved, and the myiterious Veil 
which they affected to put on, gave them Umbrage 
and a jealoufy that their Tranfactions were no hétter 
than they fhould be; nay, the Populace had like to

have burnt one of their Lodges about their Lars 5 for 
they were almoſt rey to believe, that their Perfons de- 
ferved no.better Fate} tho’, as, to the Report that 
they aitmed at introducing a Change in the Govern- 
ment, the fame is only founded on Conjectures, which 
the Magiftrates don’t think it worth their while, either 
to confirm or confute. * — 

A Gentleman of this City, diftinguifh’d in Com- 
mittees of Publick Bufinefs relating thereto, on Wed- 
nefday laft Week, gave an extraordinary Inftance of 
his private Oeconomy.
